This is a decision on the Petition to Revive Application and Request for re-mailing of Notice of 
Allowance and Allowability, filed June 17, 2004. The petition is being treated as a petition to 
withdraw holding of abandonment. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to timely file the Issue fee in response to the 
Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due mailed February 19, 2003. A Notice of Abandonment was 
mailed July 9, 2003. 

Petitioner has provided a date stamped post card receipt showing that a Power of Attorney and 
change of address was filed December 23, 2003.
